Draft amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance 
(General) Regulations, 1950 

I. For Regulation 76, the following shall be substituted. 

76. Appeal Tribunals . — For the purposes of Regula- 
tion 74, an Appeal Tribunal shall be constituted by the 
State Government and shall consist of a person who is 
or has been a Judicial Officer of the State Government 
or is a commissioner for Workmen’s Compensation, 
being a person other than the Judge of an Employees’ 
Insurance Court and who shall be assisted by the follow- 
ing persons to be selected by him as assessors : — 

(a) One or more medical experts; 

(b) One or more officials of or members of Trade 
Union or Unions. 

II. Regulation 1(2) 

In clause (2) of Regulation 1 of the Employees’ State 
Insurance (General) Regulations, 1950, the words “in r 
eluding the Union Territory of Pondicherry” shall be 
inserted between the word “India” and the word 
“except”. 

III. Regulation 98 

In Regulation 98, for clause (iii), the following may 
be substituted 

“(iii) who has been under medical treatment for tuber- 
culosis, leprosy, mental and Malignant diseases, fracture 
of lower extremity, paraplegias and Hemiplegias, chronic, 
congestive heart failure, immature Cataract with vision 
6/60° or less in the affected eye, anaemias like severe 
hamcolytic, dyshaemopoetic and a plastic anaemia, 
chronic filariasis with obstructive syndrome, cirrhosis of 
liver with ascitis, non-specific ulcerative colitis and lung 
abscess duly certified in accordance with these Regula- 
tions, after the employee has been under such treatment 
for a continuous period of twelve months or more, not- 
withstanding the provisions of clauses (i) and (ii).”

Mr. President and Members of the Dargah Committee. 

Ajmer 

I beg to submit my annual administration report on 
the working of the Dargah Administration for the year 
1962-63 for your consideration and needful. 

At the outset, 1 would like to deal with the adminis- 
trative problems. During the year under review, there 
were no troubles with the khadims, except that litigation 
indulged in by them continued and will continue for 
some time, but the Dargah Administration will always 
be on the defensive, as it is it’s duty to protect Dargah 
rights conferred under the Dargah Khawaja Sahib Act, 
1955 and as clarified by the Supreme Court in their 
Judgment of March 1961. The nature of the present 
litigation is extremely intriguing. People who had so- 
called vested interest in Dargah offerings or in its pro- 
perty income prior to the enforcement of the Act of 
1955, have adopted a new and novel way of defeating 
the object of the Act by quietly bringing suits in various 
courts in regard to their supposed rights, but as soon as 
such cases come to notice, prompt action is taken by the 
Dargah Administration and applications are made to the 
Courts concerned requesting that Dargah may be made 
a party in such suits. During the year under review, 
there were no cases of disorder in Dargah and no un- 
desirable open activities were brought to notice except 
that the exploitation of the pilgrims continued unabated. 
This abuse can not be rooted out unless the Act is suit- 
ably amended laying down a penal clause for such 
offences. Propaganda against Dargah Administration 
continued throughout the year through printed literature 
and by personal canvassing. The Dargah administra- 
tion continued its own publicity work by apprising the 
public of the true facts. Our publicity was carried out 
in a proper manner by placing bare facts before the 
public and their co-operation was invited in maintaining 
the dignity of the Shrine, and this had good effect. In 
fact, the behaviour of the local people towards the pil- 
grims, supplemented by our printed literature, is proving 
useful, as reflected by the direct approach of many pil- 
grims with their voluntary contributions towards the 
Dargah fund. Building improvements in the Dargah area 
and the facilities afforded to the visitors, specially during 
Urs, are also creating good impression. I hope that with 
the completion of a new building contemplated for the 
accommodation of the pilgrims much needed amenities 
will be provided to them which is the main problem at 
present.

From the above statements it will appear that this 
year's income has been quite satisfactory and so were 
the savings. On the expenditure side, the amount in- 
curred during the year was in excess as compared to last 
year to the extent of Rs, 37,259.69 nP. hut the exact 
portion is. that only an amount of Rs. 12,259.69 nP, 
was actually spent in excess. The remaining amount of 
Rs. 25,000/- represents the draft value which was receiv- 
ed from the Custodian in lieu of Dargah property in their 
custody and the draft value was entered as income in 
the accounts during the year under review, hut as it could 
not be cashed for want of certain mistake in the draft, 
therefore, it was returned to the Custodian Department 
for correction and thus it was shown on expenditure 
side. The draft has not been received back as yet. Our 
expected income for the year under review was estimated 
at Rs. 2,31,152.39 nP. whereas the income rose to 
Rs. 4,65,643.16 nP, only. The increase in income this 
year is due to our successful efforts in getting a part of 
compensation amount in regard to Dargah properties, 
now in possession of the Custodian.

Last year’s income amounted to Rs. 56,661.06 nP. so 
there was a slight decrease in the income during the 
year under review, owing to the fact that pilgrims rush 
during the Urs was not very heavy, but one encouraging 
factor noticeable is that personal deposits made by the 
visitors during the year under review increased as com- 
pared to last year’s deposits. Last year’s deposits 
amounted to Rs. 22,474.05 nP while this year’s income 
was Rs. 28,338.11 nP. Our income from the boxes was 
not upto our expectations, because there was a regular 
attempt to tamper with boxes. One case of this nature 
is already under the investigation of the local police and 
another is pending in a court of law. 

DARGAH BUILDINGS 

Extensive repairs were carried out in Shahjahani 
Mosque during the year under review by the C.P.W.D. 
Engineers. Regarding the repairs of other Dargah build- 
ings sanctioned amount was Rs. 5,000.00, but urgent and 
immediate repairs had to be carried out during the year 
under review to avoid further damage and the total ex- 
penditure incurred was Rs. 8,300.4 which may be sanc- 
tioned. New construction of a guest house has been 
taken up on the basis of an approved plan, with the hand- 
some personal financial assistance of our President Mr. 
Ismail Shariff who has very kindly contributed an 
amount of Rs. 5,000.00. The total cost of the building 
is likely to amount to Rs. 13,000.00 only, which may be 
sanctioned. 

Regarding the bigger plan (ii) Constructions in Sarai 
Chishti Chaman, the plan is under preparation and as 
soon as it is approved by the Municipal Authorities, the 
construction work will commence after the approval of 
the Committee,

The expenses incurred on Khadims and their families 
is met from Aurangabad income in pursuance of Com- 
mittee’s resolution No. 3, dated 16-12-1956. It will 
appear that the total income from Aurangabad since 
1950-51 upto 31-3-1963 was Rs. 2,04,962-12-4 and out 
of this amount the members of Khadim Community were 
given Rs. 78,9555-14-9 alone, towards education of their 
children, maintenance for needy and stipends to their 
widows. The payments made exceed l/3rd of actual 
income received from Aurangabad. All these payments 
were made at the discretion of the Committee and in 
view of budget provisions after adjusting over-payments 
made in the years prior to 1955-56, i.e. during the period 
of Administrator’s reign.

MAINTENANCE OF DARUL-ULOOM MOINIA 
USMANIA DARGAH SHARIF 

Total expenditure on running the Darul-Uloom which 
imparts religious education exclusively came to 
Rs. 10,185.22 nP. only as against the budgetted amount 
of Rs. 10,996.00 only. Total amount spent on the pay 
of the Staff was Rs. 7,175.57 nP. and the amount of 
stipends allowed to students was Rs. 2,306.46 nP. In 
addition an amount of Rs. 701.17 nP. was spent on the 
purchase of books and supply of dress to the needy stu- 
dents of the Darul-Uloom. The number of students in 
upper classes of this school dwindled during the period 
under review as such as a notice was served on the staff 
for the termination of their services in case there was no 
improvement, but just before the close of the financial 
year there was improvement in the enrolment. How- 
ever, the present course of the Monia Islamia School and 
it’s set-up requires the attention of the Dargah Com- 
mittee, This school holds examinations of Adeeb and 
Munshi Fazil also and the result during the year has been 
good.

The reason for excess expenditure are that the arrears 
of the previous year were also paid in the year under 
review, as the bills could not be received in the time last 
year; besides they remained pending for scrutiny and 
correction. 

SANITARY ARRANGEMENTS 
Efforts were made to keep Dargah premises neat and 
clean. The budgetted amount for maintaining the staff 
of sanitation was Rs. 3,348.00 only and the same 
amount was spent, 


DARGAH CASES 

Total allotment for the litigation in the year under 
review was Rs. 3,000 and the actual expenses incurred 
were Rs. 16,834.00 only. Heavy expenditure on litiga- 
tion was due to a number of most important cases chiefly 
Raila Case, Kotri Case, Deg Case, and Jhalra Case, 
which went up to High Court and the Supreme Court as 
well, and thus the expenditure became unavoidable, 
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THE MUNICIPAL DUES 

Sanctioned amount was Rs. 20,000 but the actual 
payment made amounted to Rs. 21,735,93. As such, 
there was an excess payment of Rs. 1,735.93 nP. only. 

PUBLICITY 

Total amount sanctioned was Rs. 5,000 only and 
the actual expenses on this item came to Rs. 6814.47 
nP. Since the publicity has proved useful and it has 
shown considerable improvement in Dargah income so 
the excess expenditure was justified. 

EXPENSES OF "AIRAS” 

.Sanctioned amount for “Airas" was Rs. 5,511.00 only, 
but the total expenditure incurred was Rs. 12,020.85 
nP. The reason for the excess expenditure was that two 
Urs were celebrated in 1962, whereas there was provi- 
sion for one Urs in the last year’s Budget. Hence, the 
payment on this item in excess was unavoidable. 

ANNUAL URS 

The annual urs of 1962 was celebrated as usual from 
29-11-1962 to 4-12-1962. The number of pilgnras who 
visited Dargah during Urs is reported to have not exceed- 
ed one lakh of people. Canopies and Shamyanas provid- 
ed by Dargah administration were sufficient for the needs 
of the pilgrims, A special camp for the stay of pilgrims 
was also erected in Anderkote. Special and extra 
arrangements for the supply of water and lipht were 
made. One way traffic proved useful. Distribution of 
Langar and looting of cooked food from the Degs were 
earned out in an orderly way. Mahaflls in Samakhana 
were conducted in a fitting manner. No political parties 
were allowed to discuss politics during Urs. Medical 
facilities were provided at all hours and efforts were 
made to keep Dargah area clean. Shortage of Urinals is 
a great problem to which Dargah Committee may kind- 
ly give serious attention. 

DARGAH COMMITTEE MEETINGS 

Dargah Committee held five sittings during the year 
under review. The directions given by the Dargah Com- 
mittee from time to time proved very helpful. 

AUDIT OF DARGAH ACCOUNTS FOR THE YEAR 
1961-62 

The audit of the Dargah accounts for the year 1961-62 
was carried out by the staff of the Accountant General, 
Rajasthan, in December 1962. No serious irregularity 


was detected by the audit party. Audit notes and com-
